“ When it was found that he had 
no money in the bank he was ar­ 
rested, 
before 
the 
]>erformance 
closed, for having obtained money 
under false pretense. 
TTiis was on 
Wednesday night, and Thursday the 
prosecuting attorney came here, but 
no trial took place, the justice of the 
peace fining Highley $9 and costs, 
but the fine was then 1 educed to $4. 
“ This amount— fine and costs— 
together with the amount of check, 
$5, made the whole $20. 
Highley 
objected to this and wanted a trial, 
and it was set for September 2. 
His bond was fixed at S i 50, wliich 
he could not give, and an officer 
started with him to Boonville Fri­ 
day morning, to place him in jail; 
but before Boonville was reached, 
Sam Lovett, the conductor on the 
road, paid the fine. 
Highley was 
released and returned to Sedalia, 
and the officer, J. R. Allison, also 
went to Sedalia.
